This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1 .1 37(b), filed June 30, 2003 via facsimile, to 
revive the above-identified application, 

The petition under 37 CFR 1 . 1 37(b) is DISMISSED. 

Any fiirther petition to revive the above-identified application must be submitted within TWO (2) 
MONTHS from the mail date of this decision. Extensions of time under 37 CFR 1 . 1 36(a) are 
permitted. The reconsideration request should include a cover letter entitled "Petition under 
37 CFR 1.137(b)." This is not final agency action within the meaning of 5 U.S.C § 704. 

The abpve-identified application became abandoned for failure to properly reply to the final Office 
action, mailed July 3, 2002. Petitioner filed an amendment after final on October 21, 2002 
(certificate of mailing date September 27, 2002). The amendment after final failed to place the 
above-identified application.in prima facie condition for allowance, as was stated in the October 
30, 2002 Advisory Action. This application became abandoned on October 4, 2002. On 
November 7, 2002, the Office granted a request by the attorneys of record to withdraw from 
representation. On January 21 , 2003, a Notice of Abandonment was mailed. Applicant's petition 
to revive under 37 CFR 1.137(a), filed April 8, 2003, was dismissed on May 19, 2003 for failure 
to submit a proper reply and failure to show that the entire delay in responding to the July 3 7 2 0 02 
final Office action was unavoidable. 

A grantable petition under 37 CFR 1 .137(b) must be accompanied by: (1 ) the required reply, 
unless previously filed; (2) the petition fee as set forth in 3/ CFR 1.1 7(m); (3) a statement that the 
entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the reply until the filing of a grantable 
petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .
